MEAT BUYER REAPS BENEFITS 
AS FARM EFFICIENCY RISES 

Competition in the meat indus- 
try is stiffening, with the consumer 
benefiting and the producers hav- 
ing to make adjustments to fit 
the market. Meat from poultry 
can be produced more efficiently 
pound for pound, than other 
kinds of meat, but buying habits 
have not kept pace with grow 
er's abilities to produce. Broiler 
growers convert less than 275 
pounds of feed into 100 pounds 
of chickens. Swine producers 
need 426 pounds of feed to 
grow 100 pounds of pork. Best 
drylot feeding for cattle . have 
taken around 7.5 pounds of grain 
concentrates per pound of gain 
Since 1940 beef has increased 
about 50 per cent in per capita 
consumption—from 684 to 683 
pounds. Broilers, on the other 
hand, have increased about 1000 
per cent. Add the 53 pounds of 
eggs to the 31 pounds of poultry 
meat the average American con- 
sumes annually and you see that 
poultry and eggs combined are a 
‘larger item than either beef or 
pork.

Driver improvement 
Phase of.Miss Driver
